To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Select- 
man for  three  years,  one  or  more  Highway  Agents 
not  to  exceed  three,  one  Tax  Collector,  one  Town 
Treasurer,  one  Auditor,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds 
for  three  years,  one  Library  Trustee  for  three  years 
and  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  and  Agents  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  Reports  of  Officers  and 
Agents  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will 
lake  in  regards  to  having  one  Road  Agent  care  for 
all  Town  Roads. 

Article  4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Town  Officers' 
salaries  and  expenses  and  for  the  repair  and  mainten- 
ance and  construction  of  highways  and  bridges,  for 
the  observance  of  Memorial  Day  and  for  all  other 
Town  charges  and  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will 
take  in  regards  to  how  Memorial  Day  will  be  observed 
and  where. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will 
take  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  Taxes. 
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Article  7.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will 
take  in  regards  to  keeping  Town  Highways  open  for 
motor  vehicle  traffic  for  the  winter  season  including 
snow  removal  and  sanding  and  make  the  necessary 
appropriation  of  the  same. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  dis- 
pense with  delivery  of  inventory  blanks  until  April  1st. 

Article  9.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will 
take  to  raise  a  reasonable  sum  of  money  for  the  repair 
of  the  Benton  Town  Hall,  sum  to  be  fixed  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  10.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will 
take  in  regards  to  real  estate  taken  over  by  the  Town 
for  non-payment  of  taxes. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will 
take  in  regards  to  securing  State  Aid  for  highways 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

Article  12.  If  so  required  elect  a  delegate  to 
the  Constitutional  Convention. 

Article  13.  To  transact  any  other  business  that 
may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

As  trustees  of  the  trust  funds  we  would  like  to 
make  an  explanation  in  regard  to  the  Whitcher  and 
Mann  and  Ira  Whitcher  trust  funds. 

During  the  World  War  these  funds  were  invested 
in  Liberty  Bonds,  and  March  4,  1935,  the  Lisbon  Sav- 
ings Bank  &  Trust  Co.,  through  which  these  bonds 
were  obtained,  notified  the  chairman,  W.  J.  Yeaton, 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  that  these  bonds  could  be 
exchanged  prior  to  March  15,  1935,  for  Treasury  Loan 
Bonds  and  there  would  not  have  been  any  charge  for 
exchange.  However  the  bank  was  not  instructed  to 
make  this  exchange  until  August,  1935,  the  cost  of 
said  exchange  being  $72.72  as  follows:

OF  SCHOOLS 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Benton: 

I  herewith   present     my  fourth    annual    report   as 
superintendent  of  schools. 

The  total  enrollment  for  1936-1937  wag  33,  the 
average  membership  25.46,  the  percent  of  attendance 
94.38,  and  the  number  of  cases  of  tardiness  43.  The 
percentage  of  attendance  was  Letter  than  that  of  the 
previous  year,  but  the  tardiness  record  was  not  as 
good.  There  were  two  non-resident  tuition  pupils. 
The  district  paid  tuition  for  one  pupil  at  Bath  High 
School,  one  at  Woodsville  High  School,  two  at  Haver- 
hill Academy,  and  six  elementary  pupils  at  Glencliff. 

This  year  the  present  enrollment  is  only  21. 
There  are  five  pupils  attending  high  school  and  six 
pupils  attending  the  elementary  school  at  Glencliff. 

There  has  been  some  question  this  year  about  the 
Warren  School  Board  avowing  Benton  pupils  to  at- 
tend school  at  Glencliff,  because  of  the  crowded  con- 
ditions. It  may  be  necessary  next  year  to  transport 
these  pupils  to  one  of  the  Haverhill  schools. 

During  the  summer  a  new  and  much-needed 
floor  was  laid  in  the  school  house. 

One  of  your  greatest  needs  at  the  present  time 
is  a  larger  and  better  playground.  If  any  federal 
funds  should  be  available  this  coming  year,  I  hope 
some  money  can  be  used  to  improve  this  playground. 

Miss  Mabel  Cushing  of' Littleton,  N.  H.,  replaced 
Miss  Reidy  as  your  teacher.  Miss  Cushing  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Plymouth  Normal  School  and  has  had  previous 
experience  in  the  schools  of  Dalton.  She  is  doing  a 
very  good  piece  of  work.
